The late Earl of Beaconsfield, in re- 
plyi.g to the toast of “Her Majesty's 
Ministers,” during the unsettled state 
of Europe at the time, near 'thé close 
of his speech used these words, which 
are now recalled as being particularly 
applicable to the present war:

We have 
built up an empire. of which.we are 
proud, and our proudest boast is this 
—that this empire subsists as much 
pon sympathy as upon force.

pared for war as Britain; there is: no 
country whose resources ‘are so great 
in a righteous cause. Britain is not 
a country that will have to inquire 
whether she can enter in a second 
or a third campaign, She will com- 
mence the fight that will not end un-

Wives and Families of Soldiers

the question arose as to how their 
wives -and ‘families were to be main- 
tained during their absence. In not a 
_em- 


wages as formerly in whole or in 
art to the families of men who had 
een in their service. Many cases 
which were unprovided for, however, 
came unde. local notice and funds 


cities to care for such. It soon became 
evident that while certain districts 
could provide well for the families 
within their boundaries, there wouid 
be other cases, equally deserving, iu 
danger of being overlooked. Hence 
arose the demand for a central or na- 
tional fund that would consolidate and 
support local effort and be availabie 
where this proved insufficient. 

In answer to numerous requests, 
His Royal Highness, the Governo-- 
General of Canada, took the initiative 
in this matter and the Canadian Pat- 
tiotic Fund was organized with His 
Majesty the King as patron. It is a 
body corporate by virtue of an act of 
parliament and is empowered: “To 
collect, administer and distribute a 
fund for the assistance in case‘6f need 
of the wives, children, and dependent 
relatives of officers and men, residents 
of Canada, who, during the present 
war, may be on active service with 
the naval and military forces of the 
British Empire ana Great Briiain’s Al- 
lies. This central body has a distiu- 
guished list of vice-presidents and an 
executive committee made up of lead- 
ing men from every province of the 
Dominion. 

The Canadian Patriotic Fund ‘s 
given power by its charter “to estab- 
lish branches’ or local organizations 
throughout Canada, and to co-operate 
with any association or organization 
established any place in Canada, for 
purposes similar to those of the cor- 
poration.” The frst step in the direc- 
tion of united effort was taken when 
the Patriotic Fune Association of 
1900, which had administered relief 
during and since the Boer War, decid- 
ed tn dissolve and to turn over its 
unexpended balance, amounting to 
about $77,000, to the new fund. Local 
organizations, that had already begun 
work in Montreal, Toronto, and Ot- 
awa asked to be admitted as branches 
of the Canadian Patriotic Fund and 
were duly accepted. A full measure of 
autonomy is grauted to these local 
bodies, yet, for the sake of uniformity, 
certain conditions have been laid 
do-n and cordially accepted. 

No existing society, however zeal- 
ous, that has a limited membership 
only should undertake, unaiced, so 
large an enterprise. If contingents con- 
tinue to gu to the front, there will be 
in néarly eve community a large 
nhumber-of families justly entitled to 
receive assistance from the fund, and 
the work involved in collecting and 
administering the fund will be of such 
importance and magnitude as to re- 
quire the active support of a large and 
representative body of men and wo- 
men. 

In the Province of Alberta, on ac- 
count of the great distances, it was 
considered advisable to form two 
branches, North and South Alberta, 
the dividing line being the northern 
boundary of Township 39. 

i. To have a just claim on the 
Fund it must be shown that at the 
time of reporting for duty the soldier 
was a resident of Canada and was sup- 
porting in Canada, the wife, family or 
dependent relative who now applies 
fc? eid. 

2. The fund recognizes as being on 
the same basis, not only Canadian vol- 
unteers and regulars, but also the 
British army and navy reservists, and 
French, Belgian, Servian, Russian and 
Japanese reservists, who, leaving de- 
pendents in Canada, have gone to join 
the colors. These soldiers are all 
fighting side by side for the common 
cause, and their families in Canada 
are entitled to 2qual consideration. 


3. Aid can be granted only while 
the soldier is on active service. It 
may be commenced, however, from 


the time that he gives up his employ- 
ment or leaves his home and be con- 
tinued so long as he is with his regi- 
ment, allowing reasonable time for his 
return journey to his home in Can- 
ada, 

Not many families will be left in 
total destitution. 

According to a circular issued by 
the Central committee in Ottawa, the 
wife of a married soldier (Canadian) 
will have sent to her each month by 
the paymaster-general of the Militia 
Department at Ottawa, a cheque for 
$20.00 as a separat’:n allowance. 

The wife of a British Reservist will 
receive each month 39c (1s 7d) per 
day for herself and 6c (3d) per dey for 
eagh child, with a maximum of 18c 
(9d), so that a wife and three child- 
ren would receive from the Imperial 
government abou! 57c a day, muking 
$17.10 per month. 

Again, there are often wage earn- 
ers—in-the..family...who.do ar can 
contribute in part towards its support, 
Further, many employers are continu- 
ing to pa: to the family of a soldier: 
on active servics, the whole or part 
of the amount which such soldier as 
an employee had been accustomed to 
earn. All these sources of income 
should be inquired into by the local 
Relief Committee and carefully con- 
sidered when calculating what amount 
a aad may justly receive from the 
fund.

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DRY FARMING | 


The following article on the best 
methods of dry farming is from the 
Farmers’ Tribune, by W. D. Trego. 
Mr. Trego is eropping over 1,600 
acres next year, and has been very 
successful with dry farming, so that 
his ideas should be of value to the 
farmers of this district; 


In all plant life to produce growth 
four things are necessary: Fertility, 
moisture, air, warmth. 

The mote fertility, the less mois- 
ture is required. 

Air in the Soil 

Air in the soil is just as essen- 
tial as the moisture, and is the first 
thing for the farmer to consider in 
the preparation of the soil for a 
crop. Before the land is plowed 
there is not sufficient air in it to 
produce .a vigorous growth, but 
when the soil leaves the plow there 
is too much air in the soil, and the 
moisture escapes very quickly. For 
this reason it is very important to 
get the land worked down so as to 
drive out the surplus air. 

The sooner the soil is worked 
down, the less moisture is lost, and 
to determine just how much to work 
it down and how firm it should be 
made (together with the destruction 
of weeds and useless vegetation that 
pump moisture out of the soil) is 
the secret of successful farming. 

Ideal Seed Bed 
In order to get the ideal seed bed 
all clods should be pulverized and 
\_ wo neene=—-the—under portion of the furrow 
{ slice should then be pressed back so 
that‘each particle of soil just touches 
the other particles around it, and 
the soil should then have just what 
moisture it can hold by capillary 
attraction. i 

This would mean what would re- 
main in a seive full of nice fine soil 
rather firmly pressed together after 
a good rain. If the soil was in a 

‘tight bottomed pan and it rained 
enough to bring the standing water 
to the top of the soil, all the air 
would be driven out and growth 
could not take place until a large 
umount of the watet evaporated On 
the other hand, the soil 


tion to produce growth at once if 
there was the proper amount of heat 
present. 

Summer Fallow Properly 

Ny experience during the past 
seven years farming in Alberta has 
taught me that the proper method 
to adopt is to work the land so as 
to save the moisture which nature 
gives us. 

In order to dothis I would advise 
a system of summer fallow every 
second season, and let the work be 

* done so as not to lose any of the 

moisture which falls. 

Create a mulch on your stubble 
land as quickly as possible after the 
crop is cut, by a double discing. 

This will cover the weed seeds 

_ and start them with the first suffi- 

cient moisture, 

Next, be sure to get the land all 
plowed before any of the weeds are 
matured so as ‘to grow again. 


Kill the Weeds 


As the' weeds are using up. the 
moisture from the land very rapidly 
all the, time they are growing, it is 
very essential to stop their growth 
as soon as’ possible after they stop

Harrow-Harrow-Harrow 


If an ordinary roller is used, or 
a packer which packs from the top 
down, a harrow should follow it 
to stir the top so as to create the 
top mulch. 

The subsurface packer cannot 
work well in shallow plowing, but 
if you only plow from three to five 
inches in depth, the packing can 
be done by repeated harrowing, and 
the harrow is a good tool to destroy 
the weeds if it is kept going when 
the weeds are just starting, but it is 
very little use after the tap root 
gets a firm hold in the soil. 

Ifyou get a*heavy beating rain 
which packs the top muleh down 
and forms a crust on the surface 
the harrow should be put on as 
soon as the top is sufficiently dry to 
stand working so as to Dreak the 
oanedlind with the lower firm soil 
as the rain will form the connection 
again by running the soil particles 


together and. creating a wick to 


draw the moisture from below to 
the surface where it can escape. 

The ideal eondition is tv get the 
soil packed so as to form the con- 
nection from below up to about 2 
inches or 24 inches of the surface 
and to keep that amount of soil on 
the top loose to prevent the mois- 
ture coming any higher, and then 
deposit the seed just on the top of 
the firm soil where it will draw its 
moisture from below and where the 
tiny rootlets will have the moisture 
right at hand to feed the young 
plant when life begins. 


When the Soil Blows 


Where the soil is so sandy as to 
blow when it is worked up fine is 
where conditions are hardest to 
handle. 5 

The plowing should be done deep 
and the furrow only turned over on 
edge, so as to leave the stubble 
mixed with the-soil..right to the 
surface to help hold it from blowing 

Then use the subsurface packer. 
No other kind, as this tool will 


pack the lower part of the furrow 


without breaking up the small 
clods on the surface 

If-you can have your surface 
mulch made up. of 9 mixture of 
fine soil and small clods, the clods 
will help to hold the fine soil from 
blowing and the stubble protruding 
from the land will, help to hold the 
soil. 

When you use the harrow to kill 
the weeds use one with large teeth 
so as to leave the land in small 
ridges which will also help to pre- 
vent blowing. 


Forcing a Safeguard 
One of the most serious of military 
offences on active service—one in- 
variably punished by death—is known 
as “forcing a safeguard.” 

When an army is moving through 
an enemy’s country its commander 
will often place sentries over the 
houses of well-disposed inhabitants 
to prevent their being looted or pil- 
laged by own men. Interference 
with such @ “safeguard” is a military 
crime for which no “extenuating cir- 
cumstances” are ever recognized.

from any other industry in pro- 
portion to the amount of capital 
invested and the readiness with 
which results can be obtained. As 
a side line for the farmer, or often 
as an juteresting and profitable oc- 
eupation for the boys and ‘girls on 
the farm, poultry raising offers 
great opportunities. The value of 
the egg as a food is gradually but 
surely being recognized, /with the 
result that the market for eggs is 
rapidly increasing. This means. 
that in future good prices iu poul- 
try products are sure to be realized. 

Recent experiments have shown 
that flocks with unlimited range, 
such as they usually have on the 
farm, have given greater profits per 
fowl than flocks that were confined. 
The poultry house should be dry, 
free from draughts and well veriti- 
lated, but need mot be an expensive 
strueture, as was once thought 
necessary. With better systems 
of marketing the products, and 
with plenty of reliable information 
regarding the business, now within 
the easy reach of all contemp'ating 
taking it up, there is no reason why 
there should not be a development 
in poultuy raising in keeping with 
its importance. Splendid bulletins 
on the subject may be obtained 
from the Dominion Department of 
Agriculture and from the various 
Provincial Departments.

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Famous Old Masterpiece ts Known 
as “the Miracle Painting.” 
Combining the value of a rare old 


relic, what is known as “The Mir- 
acle Painting” hangs in the Basilica 
at the Shrine of Ste. Anne de Beau- 
re. This masterpiece was painted 

Charles LéSBrun for the Marquis 
de Tracey in the year 2615, and. its 
recent restoration revives an interest- 
ing history of the votive offering to 
“La Bonne Ste. Anne.” 

The Marquis de Tracey was a spe- 
cial ambassador to New France sent 
out by Louis XV., and his mission 
was both, political and for the pur- 
eq of obtaining accurate informa- 
jon as to the various intrigues that 
were disrupti the colony. He is 
8! to have also made a voyage of 
distovery to Hudson Bay. During 
his stay at Quebec he desir-d to be 
cured of some long-endured malady, 
and with his countess made a devout 
pilgrimage to the famous shrine, 
which even in those remote days was 
deemed a place of wondrous miracles. 
So profound was his gratitude for 
benefits derived from this devotion, 
he forthwith announced his intention 
of donating an altar-piece to the 
shrine, a form of bequest much in 
favor at that time. 


Charles Le Brun, the noted French 


artist, was at the zenith of his suc- 
cessful career as a painter. of histpr- 
ical portraits and religious subjects. 
To him the marquis entrusted the 
commission for the altarpiece, specify- 
ing with muth exactituds the com- 
position of the painting. The central 
 bokon of Ste. Anne instructing the 
Blessed Virgin were to be copied from 
Ruben’s original work, which is now 
in the Antwerp Gallery. The figure 
of Joseph was to be omitted. The por- 
traits of the Count and Countess de 
Tracey were to be placed on either 
side, in attitudes of devotion, and de- 
picted as pilgrims. The Eterna! Fath- 
er and angels and the dove descend- 
ing were to be seen hovering above, 
and the coat of arms of the Tracey 
family was to be placed in the centre 
of the picture below. Le Brun has 
worked out this composition with 
wonderful fidelity, and now that the 
aceumulated dirt of centuries has 
been removed, the details of the pic- 
ture may be plainly seen. The paint- 
ing was ordered in 1615, arriving at 
Ste. Anne the following year, and has 
since remained there as the altarpiece 
of the vestry. 

The work of restoration has re- 
cently been completed by Mr. J. Pur- 
ves Carter, art curator of Laval Uni- 
versity, under instructions from the 
Redemptorist Fathers, who have 
charge ‘of the many interesting sac- 
red relics preserved at the shrine. 


Advicesto Municipalities. 


Frank advice to Canadian munici- 
alities desiring to borrow in London 
s tendered by The Financial Times, 
in referring to the postponement of 
loans by the cities of Montreal,; Ot- 
tawa and Toronto. The failure of the 
recent Vancouver issue to obtain 
public support is given as the prin- 
cipal reason fcr the postponement of 
thess proposed loans and the cause 
of this fiasco as well as the difficulty 
now being experienced in placing 
Canadian municipal issues is stated 
to lie with the municipalities them- 
selves, the reason being that the 
municipal authorities have a too ex- 
alted idea of their credit and are not 
disposed to listen to the advice con- 
stautly tendered by the financial 
agents. 

“An instance of this," says The 
Financial Tim~*s, is provided by 
Montreal. In the early part of Feb- 
ruary, when Montreal was making 
enquiries about a new loan, the state- 
ment was made in the Montreal press 
that the Bank of Montreal, the city's 
financial agents in London, had stated 
that an issue of $5,000,000 of four per 
cent. stock could be made at 99 per 
cent., but the city authorities would 
not accept such a price, and the sug- 
gestion was made that a better price 
could be obtained in. Paris. 

“The poise which the Canadian 
municipalities have been pursuing is 
to give thei~ loans to the highest bid- 
der. It has been repeatedly pressed 
upon the municipalities that they 
should place themselves in the hands 
of their financial agents to do the 
best for them, instead of going out- 
side, and they are now being forced 
to realize, to their own discomfiture, 
that it is better to follow their finan- 
cial agent's advice.”

Boys In the Battle Line 

The war between the North and the 
South was fought by real boys—drum- 
mer boys, boy privates, boy colonels 
and even boy generals. In the begin- 
ning of that struggle 40 per cent. of 
the enlistment were of youths under 
21, At that time the regulations did 
not permit the enlistment of soldiets 
younger than 18. But before long the 
recruiting officers began to muster 
those who, “looked old enough 
serve,” whether they were 15 or 16 
or even youths. In the Union army a 
compilation of the enlistments shows 
that there were 25 boys, “soldiers,” 
who were only ten years or younger; 


who were 15 or under, 84,401 who had 
not reached their 17th year, and 
1,151,488 who were 18 or under! In all 
that grand arm, of the republic the

The “littie 
French lad” who dares to keep his 
mouth closed when Germans demand 
to know ‘where French troops are to 
be found is a “traitor,” who is immed- 
iately shot. And this glorious feat of 
arms is not only recorded in a leuwer 
from the front, but is actually reprint- 
ed for the edifications of the Germa 
people at home. “A good Christian, a 
good soldier,” said the Kaiser once 
in one of hie in.umerable speeches. 
Well, whea next the Kaiser shows 
himself on easy terms with the Al- 
mighty, the ima,e which will cross 
our mind will be tuat of the “littss 
Freich lad” whose “treachery” to 
Germany cost him his life.-—Westmins- 
ter Gazette. 


The kaiser has always prided him- 
self on his attainments, He has given 
his friends the impression that he was 
a great soldier, and a great sailor, that 
hie could write poetry and compose 
music and that some of his paintings | 
deserved to hang in the Berlin salon.

Every time a big gun is fired, §$1,- 
500 goes in smoke and a splash, and 
there are 372 such guns in the Brit- 
ish. home fleet. Torpedoes cost tea 
times as much, but they have the ad 
vantages from the taxpayers’ point 
of view, that they can be picked up 
again aftcr they have been fired in 
practice. ‘ 

Many of the bi- ships burn oil fuel 
as an auxiliary to their coal, or at 
least are fitted for that purpose, but 
there are 127 torpedo craft beside the 
submarines which burn oil ‘uel alone. 
In the aggregate their tanks and 
double bottoms can accommodate 10,- 
$16 tons of fuel, for which Britain has 
to pay $25 a ton, 

Coal is not So expensive, but it does 
not go so far. If the twenty-seven 
Dreadnoughts now. in ful] commission 
were sent on an _ eight-hours’ full- 
power coal burning run they could 
consume 4,320 tong of fuel, running 
up a bill cf some $15,000. 

If a single Dreadnought battle squad- 
ron of eight ships were ordered to 
steam at full speed for twenty-four 
hours and to fire each gun and each 
torpedo tube once, ‘the cost to the na 
tion would be ayproximately $1,000,- 
000, allowing nothing for the deprecia- 
tion of material.
